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FORFWORD 


Illinois  always  ranks  in  the  top  five  States  in  sales  of  eggs  and  is 
an  important  supplier  of  chickens,  turkeys,  and  ducks.  Its  poultry  pro- 
ducts are  used  daily  in  American  households  and  many  and  varied  are  the 
marketing  services  used  to  bring  them  from  the  producer  to  the  consumer. 
Over  half  of  the  farms  in  this  State  produce  poultry  or  poultry  products 
for  sale  with  a gross  of  approximately  100  million  dollars. 

This  bulletin,  the  second  in  a series  of  five  covering  principal 
Illinois  commodity  groups,  is  intended  as  a source  book  of  basic  poultry 
data  useful  to  producers  and  buyers  alike.  It  provides  a monthly  pattern 
of  production,  price  and  feed  costs  and  their  relation  to  each  other.  It 
initiates  county  data  on  average  annual  sales  of  eggs,  farm  chickens,  and 
broilers.  It  makes  available  for  the  first  time  in  the  State's  history, 
an  annual  county  series  of  number  of  layers,  production  per  hen, and  total 
production.  It  contains  a county  breakdown  of  chicken  flocks  on  a size 
group  basis. 

Joseph  G.  Thomas,  the  author  of  this  bulletin,  has  had  no  precedents 
to  guide  him,  so  it  is  the  result  of  his  own  pioneering.  The  publication 
is  the  end  product  of  a well  made  plan  and  vigorous  execution  of  it.  The 
compilation,  graphic, and  duplicating  work  were  done  by  the  Crop  Reporting 
Service  staff. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  given  to  producers,  buyers,  hatchery 
operators,  and  processors,  all  of  whom  furnished  essential  basic  data  and 
to  University  of  Illinois  poultry  specialists  and  others  for  helpful 
suggestions.

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POULTRY  INDUSTRY  IN  ILLINOIS 

The  Poultry  Industry  in  Illinois  is  an  important  source  of  farm  income.  Even 
though  the  percent  of  total  farm  income  attributed  to  poultry  has  remained  relative- 
ly stable  during  the  past  decade,  poultry  raising  has  been  no  less  dynamic  than  its 
counterparts  in  agriculture  and  many  changes  have  taken  place  in  the  industry. 

CHICKENS  OF  TODAY  MORE  PRODUCTIVE 

Such  things  as  custom  hatching,  the  small  farm  incubator,  and  on  most  farms  the 
old  setting  hen  have,  vith  the  passing  of  time,  virtually  disappeared.  Fancy  and  odd 
breeds  of  chickens,  once  so  popular,  have  been  replaced  by  less  colorful,  but  more 
efficient  and  productive  types  of  hybrids  and  cross-breeds.  Although  the  so-called 
farm  flocks  are  still  very  much  in  evidence  today,  the  number  of  farms  raising  chick- 
ens is  showing  an  ever  decreasing  number. 

TURKEY  CONSUMPTION  INCREASES 

The  turkey,  a native  American  bird,  has  come  in  for  its  share  of  improvements 
also.  There  is  no  domesticated  animal  with  seemingly  less  sense  and  more  obstinacy 
than  the  turkey.  It  was  that  in  the  wild  state,  in  the  early  domesticated  culture, 
and  still  is  so  in  1958,  with  all  its  fine  breeding.  Once  turkeys  were  a luxury  to 
be  enjoyed  only  at  Thanksgiving  and  Christmas,  where  as  now  the  serving  of  them  all 
through  the  year  has  become  rather  commonplace  as  a result  of  better  marketing  and 
storage  facilities.  Turkey  broilers,  and  the  ever  increasingly  popular  out-door 
family  barbecues,  have  helped  increase  the  demand  for  turkeys  during  the  so-called 
slack  season. 


POULTRY  RAISING  BECOMES  SPECIALIZED 

Like  other  segments  of  agriculture,  the  trend  in  poultry  raising  is  towards  more 
specialization.  This  specialization  has  been  accompanied  not  only  by  more  efficiency 
in  the  use  of  feeds  and  physical  assets,  but  also  in  a more  productive  utilization  of 
labor  and  time.  Caged  layer  and  broiler  operations  are  both  very  specialized  and  are 
increasing  in  popularity.  E£gs  per  layer  have  increased  sharply,  while  the  amount  of 
feed  required  to  produce  a pound  of  meat  or  a dozen  eggs  has  shown  a substantial  de- 
cline. Improved  strains  of  birds,  better  management  and  feeds,  and  more  effective 
preventative  and  control  measures  of  parasites  and  diseases,  must  come  in  for  their 
share  of  credit. 


POULTRY  MARKETING  MORE  EFFECTIVE 

More  effective  and  orderly  marketing,  and  new  and  improved  methods  in  processing 
and  retailing  of  birds  have  certainly  contributed  much  to  the  poultry  industry.  At- 
tractive packaging  of  the  finished  product  is  a far  cry  from  the  poultry  display  of 
yesterday,  with  ungraded,  loose  eggs,  and  whole  unwrapped  birds. 

COMMERCIAL  HATCHERIES  DECLINE 

Chicken  hatcheries  have  been  reduced  to  50  percent  of  their  number  ten  years  ago. 
Many  of  the  small  custom  and  seasonal  hatcheries  of  a decade  ago  have  been  absorbed 
by  other  hatcheries  in  the  State.  The  result  is  that  the  total  egg  capacity  of 
hatcheries,  although  down  from  ten  years  ago,  does  not  show  near  the  decline  that 
hatcheries  do.  Even  our  hatcheries  are  becoming  specialized  to  the  extent  that  sever- 
al of  them  deal  only  in  broilers  or  in  egg  type  birds,  although  many  still  hatch  both 
types.  There  is  also  a popular  trend  for  hatcherymen  to  have  their  own  supply  flocks, 
which  not  only  assures  them  of  a supply  of  hatching  eggs,  but  also  allows  them  closer 
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supervision  of  breeding  stock  and  affords  them  in  many  cases,  better  hatchability  of 
eggs.  Turkey  hatcheries  too,  have  decreased  in  numbers  and  to  some  extent,  have  be- 
come specialized.  Some  hatcheries  deal  only  in  heavy  or  light  breed  birds,  especially 
where  the  hatcheryraen  have  their  own  hatching  egg  supply  flocks. 

HEADWAY  HAS  BEEN  MADE  BUT  PROBLEMS  EXIST 

It  is  sometimes  difficult  to  say  if  all  the  improvements  in  the  poultry  industry 
were  brought  about  by  specialization  or  if  specialization  came  about  as  a result  of 
the  improvements.  However,  the  important  thing  is  that  the  end  product  has  been  pro- 
gress. Problems  still  exist  in  the  poultry  industry,  but  these  will  be  solved.  A 
half  century  shows  the  advances  made  when  heads  plan  what  muscles  must  do.
